“If Book Department is Criterion, 
Methodism Never Mightier 
{ Force Than Today.”

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 20 —The repor: 
of the Methodist Book ‘committee is 
in part as follows: 

Methodism has always provided for, 
and encouraged metal culture. Wesley 
was a prolific producer of literary 
works, which he had printed in popu- 
lar editions. He established the first 
magazine published. It is mot surpris- 
ing to find the Canadian branch of 
Methodism ‘thoroughly alive to the de- 
mands of the age and country, and 
that under ¢he management of Rev. 
Wm. Briggs, D.D., they have the larg- 
est book store and publishing hhouse in 
Canada. Dr. Briggs has encouraged 
“home manufacture” by making ia spe- 
cialty of publishing Canadian litera- 
ture, That sometimes he puts on the 
market works of inferior quality is 
only incidental. His policy is a good 
one. The turn jover figures are won- 
derful, rumning up into the millions. 
The Book Room has two branches, 
one at Halifax, in charge of Mr. I. W. 
Mosher, sanother in Montreal, in 
charge of William Coates. Many con- 
tend that there ds a pressing need for 
a branch in’ western Canada. It looks 
like uit, but the policy in this is to go 
slowly and have regard ‘to economy 
nnd efficiency in establishing a good 
working’ plant. 

The Book Room sales at Halifax 
during the quadrennial amount ito 
$70,040; profits $15,291; expenses $12,- 
613; bad debts $511; Icaving a net 
profit of $2,167. 

The Wesleyan, the church paper for 
Maritime Methodism, is published at a 
small loss to the church. This branch 
‘on ‘the whole has increased its profits 
over Jast quadrennium by $1,685. The 
Montreal sales were $52,142 during the 
four years. The balance is $66 on the 
wrong side, While the Itterary and 
moral effect of having ithese small 
book rooms scattered over ‘the country 
may be good, it is manifest that they 
are mot very heavy money producers. 

Coming to the Central Book Room 
in Toronto where the best skill ds con- 
centrated, where the equipment and 
organization is kept as near up ito date 
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as possible, we have more cheering re- 
ports. The totalturnover for the 
quadrennium after eliminating all de- 
partmental tramsactions is $2,343,265, 
an increase of $408,571, or 21 per cent, 
over the previous four years. The 
net profits total $131,747, an increase 
of over: fomy-five thousand dollars. 
Fifty-nine #¢housand dollars wf this 
went to the superannuated ministens’ 
fund, The net surplus of the Book 
Room now amounts ito $521,172. 

Teriodicals published by ithe Book 
Room, such as ‘The Christian Guard- 
ian, Epworth Era and Sunday school 
papers totals to the handsome figure 
363,360 per issue. The printing machin- 
ery is valued iat about $400,000. 
Amongst the heaviest patronizers of 
the job printing departments is ithe 
Ontario Provincial government. The 
circulation of the Christian Guardian 
has decreased 5,398 since 1906, duc 
largely to ithe mise in the price of sub- 
soription. It however seems the fate 
of all religious papers.’ “Nhe general 
verdict is ‘that the Guardian is very 
ably edited, never more alive to ithe 
times and more representative iof all 
depamments and temperaments. Wiy 
shouldn't church organs be subsidized 
as well as the colleges, is asked by 
some. The move for some, A special 
effort is being made at the present 
time, the paper being offered from now 
til January, tore, for the regular price 
of ome year. 

If the Book and Publishing deparz- 
ment is a criterion, Methodism was 
avever a migittier force in Canada than 
now.

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TRUCE ARRANGED 
BETWEEN C.N. & CP. 


Following Provisional Order of 
Railway Commission C.N.R. 
May Continue Work 


Calgary, Aug 22.—According to an 
official statement issued by J. $. Den- 
nis, ‘assistant to the vice-president of 
the C. P. R. on Saturday, a partial 
truce has been declared between the 
Canadian Pacific, and the former line 
will now be able to reach Calgary 
ecrlier than was anticipated when the 
litigation with the Canadian Pacific 
was commenced about one month ago. 

The statement issued by Mr. Dennis 
reads as follows: “At a conference 
held yesterday between — representa- 
tives of the Canadian Northern. rail- 
way and J. S. Dennis, assistant to the 
vice-president of the C. P. Ry an 
agreement was reached in compliance 
with the provisional order of the 
board of railway commissioners, un- 
der which the Canadian Northern is 
allowed to continue the construction 
of the line from mileage 175 to mile- 
age 206, about thirty miles Eth and 
west of the Red Deer river. A further 
conference is to be held within the 
next day or two with the object of 
reaching an agreement, if possible 
relative to the construction of the 
remaining portion of the C. N. R. line 
through the C. P. Ro irrigation block 
into Calgary.” 

This, apparently does not mean that 
the cases C. N. R. con- 
tractors and subcontractors have yet 
been dropped, but after the second 
conference in all probability Mr. R. 
B. Bennett, K.C., acting for the Cans 
adian Pacific, will withdraw the | in- 
formation laid. ‘

R., together with several other C. N. 
R. officials have in’ the city, and 
their conference with Mr. Dennis, has 
resulted as above.
